TRIBE SIGNS CONTRACT FOR FURNITURE PLANT 

Navajo Tribal officials recently completed contract 
for a furniture plant with the Meyer Furniture Company 
of Los Angeles, California. The company expects to get 
the plant in operation by October of this year. 

Several months ago the Gallup Chamber of Com¬ 
merce agreed to give the Navajo Tribe as much land 
as necessary for industrial purposes. But clearance and 
the go-ahead signal still are to be obtained from other 
companies who own part of the land. The furniture 
company plans to get the plant in operation as soon 
as possible at a temporary location at Gamerco. Later 
they will build a permanent plant on the land donated 
by the Gallup Chamber of Commerce. 

In the mean itime the tribe is seeking Navajo trainees 
to be sent to Los Angeles to learn about the work. Persons 
interested in learning the trade should go to the Indus¬ 
trial Development Office at Window Rock. These trainees 
are needed immediately.

Bureau of Indian Affairs has starfed the new fiscal 
year with a budget of $87,050,000. This is an increased 
of $7,346,502 over the last year's budget. 

A large amount of this increase goes for education. 
This increase will make possible the education of 5,000 
more Indian children. 

Branch of Relocation also received an increase of $2. 
456,000 in their budget. This will help relocate families 
who wish to seek employment off the reservations. 

,The sum of $1,588,000 was set aside for the repair 
and maintenance of schools and other goverment build¬ 
ings on Indian reservations. 

The Law and Order received $416,000 for strengthen¬ 
ing the law and ordgr program on Indian reservations. 

The building fund was decreased by $3,000,000.

FOOD FOR BABIES 

Doctors recommend that whenever it is possible all 
babies should be breast fed. In addition to breast feeding 
doctors recommend that at given ages babies can start 
to eat solid foods. In order to give the baby a good 
start in life the doctors suggest such foods as: 

CEREALS—to prevent constipation and to supply miner¬ 
als and vitamins. 

WHEN—when the baby is between 1 and 2 months old. 

KINDS_Oatmeal or other whole grain cereals. Cereals 

such as oatmeal should be cooked before feeding. 
Cereals such as Pablum does not have to be cooked. 
Such cereals are very good when-the mother is trav¬ 
eling. To feed such cereal to babies mix with boiled 
or canned milk. To feed oatmeal to a baby, cook until 
soft and then put through a sieve. At first give the 
baby one teaspoon of cooked cereal morning and 


night. Later when the baby is used to getting cereal 
increase the amount to two tablespoons morning and 
evening. The baby does not have to have teeth to be 
able to eat cooked cereal or Pablum. 

PINTO BEANS—to supply iron for blood building. Most 
Navajo families eat pinto beans. When the baby is 
between 3 and 4 months old it can be fed pinto beans 
too. Cook pinto beans until very soft and then strain 
through a sieve. When cooking beans for babies do 
not add lard, chile, salt pork or other fats. Put the 
bean through a fine sieve to remove the outside skim 
To feed to the baby start with ’/ 4 to y 2 teaspoon and 
increase until the baby is getting two tablespoons full 

a day.

BLUE TONGUE — CAUSES AND SYMPTOMS 

Blue Tonge is an infectious, non-contagious disease of 
of sheep. 

The disease is spread from one sheep to another by 
small biting insects. The insects are known as gnats or 
"no-see-ums," and mosquitoes. 

The disease is not given by a sick sheep to a well 
sheep. 

There is no evidence that the disease can be given to 
man. 

The disease usually appears in mid-summer and con¬ 
tinues until cold weather. The gnots and mosquitoes 
become inactive in the fall. 

Blue Tongue seldom causes death of infected sheep. 
However, many infected sheep develop pneumonia or 
other infections. These are the primary cause of death. 

The first noticeable symptoms of the disease are tired¬ 
ness and lack of appetite. There is also an inflamed 
muzzle with a mucous discharge from the nose. Sheep 
are stiff and lone when walking. Sheep that are sick with 
Blue Tonge usually lag behind the rtst of the herd. 

Another symptoms is swelling of the ears, nose ,throat, 
and tongue. 

The tongue and mucous membranes of the mouth of 
infected sheep become bluish or purplish in color. Be¬ 
cause of this, the disease is called "Blue Tongue." 

As the disease continues sores appear in the mouth. 
Most often the sores are located where the teeth of the 
lower jaw make contact with the upper jaw. Sores also 
appear on the lips, gums, and at the corners of the 
mouth. 1 

In sheep infected with Blue Tongue a red line frequent¬ 
ly appears at the top of the hoof. This area of the foot 
becomes very sore and tender. It causes infected sheep 
to walk with stiff movements and lameness.

The Navajo Tribal Council has adopted a resolution 
urging all Navajo people to vote. 

Mr. Maurice McCabe, Secretary-Treasurer of the tribe 
has stated that since the Navajo people are now looked 
upon as a full citizens in the nation they must assume 
their responsibilities of voting not only in tribal elections 
but in the state and national elections.

new oil and gas regulations 

Successful bidders for oil and gas leases on Indion 
lands will be required to deposit 25 per cent of the 
bonus bid. They will be given thirty days to complete 
the lease. The new regulations were announced re¬ 
cently by Commissioner of Indian Affairs Glenn L. 
Emmons. 

The amended rules also require the successful bidder 
to remit within the 30-day period, the balance due on 
the bonus bid. He must also pay the first year's rental.

In the event of 
failure to meet these requirements, the deposit will be 
forfeited. 

The chief significance of the amendments, Com¬ 
missioner Emmons said, is that they will bring uniformity. 
Before there was considerable diversity practices. Under 
the former regulations the general but not uniform 
practice was to require 20 per cent of the bonus bid os 
an initial deposit, also 20 days for completion of the 
lease was allowed. 

The regulations also call for a uniform 30-day period 
of advertising for Indian oil and gos leases. However, 
a shorter period can be authorized by the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs. Most advertising has been for 30 days 
but there have been many local variations in practice.
